Dear HCPD Members: 


For the first time in nearly six months, I feel like I'm getting someplace! 
Issue 2 is nearly ready to go to Lolita for printing - and I'm starting to feel 
like my old self again. 

I owe you all an explanation and an apology for the delay in receiving this 
issue and the delivery of the ancestor chart book to those of you who ordered it. 
Yes, the book is finally finished and has been mailed! What a red letter day 
that was for both Lolita and I! 

Now for the explanation — 

About a week after the last Journal went to press, I was planning to go 
to Washington, D. C., and Richmond, VA, to do some research with Doris Poinsett. 
Instead I ended up at the oral surgeon having four teeth pulled. Maybe Someone 
was watching over me = had I made the trip, I would have been caught in the 
flood waters that devastated some much of West Virginia and Virginia. 

Four days after the flood, Chuck and I, together with another Coshocton 
County couple, Harry and Dot Wilt, who hail from Preston County, organized a 
flood relief effort here. The people here were terrific and really gave from. . 
the heart. (Our first trip was to Rowlsburg less than a week after the floods. 
What devastation ~ the beautiful Cheat River where we had picniced on the 
rocks last summer really showed that it wasn't always beautiful. I'd never 
have believed what the water could do if I hadn't seen it with my own eyes.) 

Three weeks and five truckloads later, this chapter in our lives of the 
past six months closed. 

Somewhere in the middle of this period, the opportunity arose for me to 
go into business for myself. In the hopes that it would eventually give me 
More time to spend with my first love - genealogy ~ I took the opportunity. 

I intended for it to be part-time; however, by the first of December, I was 
working at it full-time - in addition to working eight hours a day at my 

old job. By the way, the business is going great and it looks like my dreams 
might become a reality someday — I've turned in my resignation at the old 

job - I was supposed to quit March 1; but due to several problems there, I'm 
still working 3 hours a day. (I'm selling handcrafted items, some of which 

I make, others which I buy on consignment, on the home party plan. We're 
called The Craft Factory. Wanta' have a party, anyone??) 

As if all this weren't enough, my daughter decided Thanksgiving week 
that she was getting married on 21 December ~ and I hadn't even begun to do 
my Christmas shopping ~ let alone prepare for a wedding. Well, "Pa" and I 
came through. She was married here at home with about 75 persons present - 
and a cousin/friend and I did the cooking and all the other things that go 
into making it a happy occassion. 

Christmas came and went - and I promised Bette Butcher Topp that I would 
get her back issues to her as soon as the weekend after Christmas came and I 
could catch up with the mail. Well, that's anather promise that was broken. 

I finally managed that sometime in late January. 

T spent most of January working two jobs, keeping up with my husband and 
son and trying to lend a hand to the new Coshocton County History Book Committee. 
We started the project in January 1985 (i'm co-chairman) and we were trying to 
wind up the family history portion of it. 

Lolita and Merle came for a visit and Doris Poinsett called from Washington 
to see if I was alright - all I did was cry on both their shoulders - the 20 
hour days were beginning to show their toll. 

On 7 February I returned to the oral surgeon and had immediate dentures. 
In the meantime, I had been going to the dentist's office at 7:50 in the 
morning for impressions and fittings. During this surgery, I developed heart 
problems and have spent the past month going through various tests. I finally 
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learned Tuesday of this week, that while I do have an irregular heartbeat, it's 
nothing to be too concerned about (give up smoking!) - it's probably caused by 
all the stress I've been under. Of course, the fact that I was also dieting 
and lost 40 pounds between September and December probably didn't help matters 
any. (I'm thinner than I've been since I was 16 years old - and that makes me 
happy!) 

Less than 4 hours after my surgery, we received a phone call from Akron 
that Chuck's mother was enroute to hospital with the "E" Squad - a diabetic 
coma ~ and another stressful situation - Thank heavens, she is recovering 
although she still has an open wound on her stump (she's an amputee) from a 
fall she took wnen she became ill. Off we went to Akron - and the hospital - 
me.on pain pills and Chuck up set - We made it though and finally got to bed 
about 2:30 am. 

Along about the middle of February, I finally decided that I had to set 
some priorities and get my work situation straightened out — what a hard 
decision! - I love my old job, and didn't want to give it up - but I knew 
that something had to be done - finally the thirdWeek in February I turned 
in my resignation. As I said earlier, although I have been{able to resign 
as I had originally intended, I am down to working three hours a day - and 
sometime in the near future may be able to quit altogether. 

Things are looking up! 

mough about my problems of the last six months - except to say "Thanks" 
to all of you who knew about my situation and were offering shoulders to 
ery on - and, more importantly, prayers for my health - Chuck and I both 
really appreciate it all. 

A couple of weeks ago, I started getting things together for this issue - 
much to my dismay, I discovered that in all the shuffling around here, the 
folder with the old material for the Jourmal has been misplaced. i've looked 
high and low and still haven't found it (we moved my office twice in the last 
six months to make room for the business). I know it's here somewhere ~ it 
surely didn't take legs - As a result, this issue does not contain the 
promised conclusion to the Brake article. It will be in the next issue ~ I'll 
either find the folder or Bob will send me another copy. However, all was 
not lost - all the material in this issue was submitted after the folder was 
misplaced. Thanks to each of the submitters, it didn't even have to be typed = 
except for those things you see in this type. Thanks! Clerissa, Mrs. Sanford, 
Jan, Hartzel, Kenneth and Haroldine, and Marida. I really appreciate your 
efforts!

January 18, 1986 
PRESENT: Bob Smith Maurice Allman Barbara McCarty Ann Walker 


ABSENT: Joy Gilchrist 


The meeting convened at the home of Barbara McCarty at 10:00 
a.m. Bob said he talked to Ed "Bud" Allman about getting the stolen book 
redone. Bud has over 550 negatives and the cost is prohibitive for him at 
39 cents a print. Maurice said he knows where they make them at 25 cents 
a copy and Barbara said she knew where they could be done for 19 cents 
each. She will Let Bud know where - Kroger's in Clarksburg. Also, it was 
suggested that Joy put a note in the Journal inviting any interested 
parties to contribute toward the remake of the book. 


The treasury presently contains $2,292.30, but much of this is 
earmarked for printing of the ancestor chart books and the next issues of 
the journal. 


Bob Called to make arrangements at the Mill for September 26-28, 
1986, for the gathering. Dennis Laub said those dates were not 
available. After much discussion, it was determined that we will schedule 
our annual gathering for September 5, 6 and 7, 1986, the weekend following 
Labor Day weekend. Bob had papers showing cates for this year for meals 
and lodging.

In his book, SEVENTH DAY BAPTISTS IN WEST VIRGINIA, 1905, Corliss Randolph 
says that there were about forty families of the SEVENTH DAY BAPTISTS who set- 
tled Salem, West Virginia. ( It was then New Salem, Virginia). 


The Church Record shows two groups ready to migrate to Virginia; one on Sept, 

6, 1789 and the second on Sept, 13, 1789. The people named were head of household 
and often included married children who were’ not named, 

This group of people stopped at the home of Samuel Fitz-Randolph in Fayette 
County, Pennsylvania and organized a church there, and then proceeded on to 

White Day Creek in Monongalia County, Virginia. There is evidence that some 

of the group remained in Pennsylvania. 


Several of the above group moved into Harrison County in 1792 and established 
the village of New Salem , Virginia, which today is Salem, West Virginia, This 
is verified by the Church Record, 


At no time were they ever called Seventh Day Adventists. Indeed the religious 
philosophies of the two groups were and’are very different .

The item titled "WHO IS ELIZA" in the Hacker's Creek Journal, 2:121 raised the 
question of the surname of Eliza who married Sammel Bonnett in Lewis County on 
24 Dec 1818. 


My Thanks and Appreciation to Charlotte Borradaile, Nineveh, IN., who wrote in 
her letter received 20 May 1985: 


"In my notes about the Virginia Census for 1820, I found what I thought was a 
Lewis Linger. But in rechecking the 1820 Census Index, I find it to be Lewis 
Singer. He is listed on page 152 where the Straley's, George, John, Joseph, 

and Joseph, Sr. are found. In the 1820 Virginia Index a Rachel Singer is listed 
as living in Harrison County, Va., and in 1810 an Asan Singer is listed in 
Harrison County, Va. (I have a lot of trouble with L and S as ny mother's maiden 
name was LeValley.)” 
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The Cozad Family 
by Clerissa H. Tatterson - 1985 


"Cossart™ or "Cozart" or "Cozad" 


The Cozarts originated in the Duchy of Normandy, in the Northern 
part of France. In the old records of Rouen the family can be traced 
back as far as the twelfth century. The family was ennobled in the 
fourteen century. From this family sprange the various families in 
Europe of the name and the American family Jacques Cossart, Jr. 


The American family descended from the Cossarts of La Rochelle, 
France. Here they held positions of great trust, among them being the 
keeping of the harbor against foreign enemies. The tower of La Rochelle 
Commanding the entrance to the harbor occurs in the Coat-of~Arms and in 
the Crest of all the American descendants of the house of Jacques Cossart. 


At the first outbreak of the Huguenot persecution in France, the 
Cossarts of La Rochelle moved to Lenden (probably Leyden), Holland where 
their worship as Protestants would not be interfered with. Here the 
family became as prominent as in France, and the tomb of Jacob Cassart I 
Burgomaster of Rotterdam, is one of the chief monuments of the city (if it 
still stands). He was buried with great civil honor, and the family 
coat~of~arms is engraved on his tomb. 


The family takes up an unbroken line from this point. Jacques 
Cossart, Sr., born 1595, married Rachel Gelton of Liege (now Belgium) 
and removed to Amsterdam. In the Walloons Church records of Frankenthal, 
Bavaria, the village of the French Huguenots, is recorded the marriage of 
their son Jacques Cossart, Jr., to Lea Villeman (Dutch) Lydia Williams 
(English) on August 14, 1656. The names of their children and dates of 
baptism (according to the rites of the Dutch Reformed Church) are recorded 
in the State House at Frankenthal as follows: 


1. Lea Cossart I., baptised, May 31, 1657 in Frankenthal, Germany; 
died young. 


2. Rachel Cossart, baptised Nov. ll, 1658, Frankenthal, Germany 
died young. 


3. Susanna Cossart; baptised Feb. 3, 1661, died young. 


Jacques Cossart, Jr. and his wife Lea (Lyda) joined a party of French 
Huguenots and Dutch Protestants and emigrated from Leyden, Holland, on 
October 14, 1662 on the Vessel "Purmerlander Kerch". They settled on 
Manhattan Island, (now New York City) and for a time Jacques was Collector 
of the Revenues for the pay of the Clergy and Soldiers. After residing 
here for a while, Jacques and Lyda joined a party of French Huguenots and 
a few Dutch and founded the village of Bushwick, which became Brooklyn, 

New York. In 1666 he was elected treasurer of New Amsterdam (now New York). 
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A Portrait of him is now hanging in the Astor Library in New York City. 
After his arrival in America the following children were born: 


4. Jannetje, baptised. Nov. 28, 1665 at Dutch Church. 
5. Jacob baptised April 11, 1668 at Dutch Church. 
6. David born July 18, 1671 in New York City. 


7. Anthony Cossart, Sr. born Nov. 14, 1673 in Bushwick, New York. 


Jannette Cossart was born Nov. 28, 1665, married Jan. 10, 1688 to 
Jacob Gollet of New Amsterdam, the founder of the celebrated multi~ 
millionaire family of Gollets of New York and Newport. 


Jacob II was born April 11, 1668. Married Ann Maris Springster., 
daughter of John Casper. 


David Cossart I was borned June 18, 1671. Married Stejutie Van Hoorn 
on October 11, 1696. 


Anthony Cossart, Sr. born November 19, 1673. Married August 2, 1696 
to Elizabeth Valentine, daughter of John Valentine and granddaughter of 
Timothy Valentine of Schenectady, New York. Anthony died in Somerville, 
Somerset Co., N.J. sometime after 1740.1 


Anthony was a member of the Dutch Reformed Church where he was baptised. 
They sold their lots and home in Cripplebush, Bushwick on March 20, 1703 and 
migrated to Piscataway, Middlesex Co., New Jersey. The region was opening 
(1680-1720) at this time. Ear marks for Anthony's cattle, horses and hogs 
were registered in the Piscataway Township Record Book on March L7, 1706/7.2 
His mark was a half penny on the underside of the right ear and a nick on 
the upperside of the same ear opposite the half penny. Under the name of 
Anthony Cosar. He was in the New Jersey Militia of Piscataway in 1715, 
Fourth Co., Capt. Thomas Wetherle, Colonel Thomas was in command. The 
family moved to Somerville where his name appears on the files of the Dutch 
Reform Church of Raritan from 1712 on. He even had a charge account at 
Janeway's Store near Bridgewater from Jan. 1735 to Aug. 1740. Their children 
were: 


1. Lea, born Jun 4, 1697 in Brooklyn, N.Y. 
2. Jacob, born III, Oct. 16, 1701 in Brooklyn, N.Y. 
3. Jannetje, baptised April 28, 1708 at Raritan, N.J.

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Jacob (Cossart) Cozad III 

Jacob Cozad III born October 16, 1701 died April 19, 1772. He 
married in 1723, Annah Cox, who was his second wife. Jacob and Anna 
Cossart both died in Bridgewater Township, Bound Brook, Somerset Co. 
New Jersey. Jacob was buried in the Presbyterian Churchyard "Old 
Cemetery" in the Coon Family lot. Edmund J. James described it as 
being in the old burying ground north of, and near to, the railroad at 
Bound Brook. Until recently, the tombstone stood with the following 
inscription: 


Here lies the Body of Jacob 
Cossart, Deceased April Ye 19th. 
A+D 1772. In the 7lst Year of his age. 

Jacob Cossart first married Hannah or Elizabeth Trembly. There is 
no record of children by this marriage. He married second Annah Cox, 
supposedly the daughter of Philip Cox (1677-1735) and Dorcas Graves Cox. 
Annah Cox was born January 17, 1707/8 at Woodbridge Township, Middlesex 
County, N.J. She died September 1785 in Bridgewater Township, Somerset 
County, N.J.

the county of Somerset and Province of East New Jersey being in a weak 


State of Health but of Perfect mind and memory thanks be to God there, and 
Calling to mind the Mortallity of my Body and knowing that it is appointed 
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for all men once to die. Do make and ordain this my Last Will and Testment, 
Revoking all former Wills or by Mado or Caused to be made and desire this 

to be Received by all as such Principally and first of all I Recommend my 
Soul into the hands of God that gave it and my Body to the Dust from whence 
it came, to be Buried in a decent Christian like manner at the diserction 

of my friends and Executors. Nothing doubting but I shall have Soul and 
Body united again at the General Resurrection at the Last day, and hope 
through the Mediation and intercepion of the Blessed Redeemer to be Present 
faultless before God. And as touching my Worldly Estate wherewith God, has 
been Pleased to Bless and intrust me with in this life L will and Positively 
order that all my debts and funeral Charges and the Cost of a decent headstone 
be Paid. Item-I give unto my well Beloved wife Annah one Bed her choice, 
with all its furniture. One Cubbord one Chest and other household goods 
sufficient for her to keep house with all together with Liberty of Living 

in the East Room of my house in which we now live as also one Cow her 

choise and Liberty to pasture her on this place as also the interest of all 
the money my lands shall fetch all which L Bequeath to her during her 
Natural life. Item-it is my will and I do order that soon after my decease 
my Executors make Safe of the Remainder of my moveables Estate and in six- 
weeks to make sale of my land at Publick Vandue. Reserving the Liberties 

to my wife as abovesaid. Item-I give my son Jacob two shillings in the 
first place for his Birth Right and then an Equal Dividend or shared with 

my other sons, viz, Samuel, Job, Anthony so that after my Legatees hereafter 
named have what I order for them then my sons be made Equal, as aforesaid. 
Item-I order and my will is that after my wives decease my sons or their 
lawful heirs shall be made Equal in what she leaves. Excepting her wearing 
clothes. Item-I give to my daughter Annah wife at Present to Onsimius alias 
Simeon Bell. Twenty Pounds to be paid in one year after my deceased in 
light money. Item~I give to my daughter Mary Sutton at Present a widow 
twenty Pounds to be paid at the same time in like money viz; in one year 
after my deceased. Item-I give to my daughter Leah at Present wife to 
Joseph Riggs twenty pounds to be paid in like money in one year after my 
decease. Ltem-I give to my Grandson Abraham Lewis ten Pounds like money to 
be paid with my daughter Legacys. Items-I do order and my will is that in 
Case my son Anthony should buy the lands then and in that case only he shall 
have fifteen Pounds light money and a gift from me before the dividend be 
made among my sons and this to be taken out of the Price of the Land and then 
after that to come in for an Equal shared with his and Brethern. Furthermore 
I do constitute and appoint my sons Samuel Corsart and Anthony Consort 


together with my trusty friends Thomas Lerril Eqs. Execeutors of this my will 


and Testament whom I impower, Authorize and charge with the sale of my Estate 
viz: and trustus of my dear wife. In witness where of I have hereunto set 
‘my hand and Seal this day and year first above written. Signed Sealed 
Pronounced Published his and declared by the said Consort to be his Last 
Will and Testment in the presents of us the

Also at the same time Samuel Cosart, Anthony Cosart and Thomas 
Ferril appeared before me and were duly qualified as Executors of Jacob 
Cosart, by taking the Oath of Executor as by Law appointed. Probate 
granted by Governor Franklin (in the Bowes Reed usual form). Dated the 
second day of May 1772. Pettit Reg. 


Rev. Jacob IV son of Jacob and Annah Cox was born 1724--died 
January 26, 1812. He was a Baptist Minister, Mt. Morris, N.J. He 
married Elizabeth Sutton, born Oct. 24, 1724, died 1756. She was the 
daughter of Rev. David and Sarah (Trembly) Sutton and 2nd Elizabeth 
Tingley. Elizabeth Sutton had five brothers, all Baptist Ministers, who 
were active in the organization of Baptist Churches west of the Alleghanies. 
Isaac Sutton was the founder of the Great Bethel Baptist Church at Uniontown, 
Pa. which sponsored the organization of the Forks of the Cheat Baptist 
Church on Nov. 5, 1775. 


In 1742 Jacob removed from Somerset Co. to Roxbury, Morris Co., NJ. 
with his brother Samuel, Job and wife Elizabeth. Like his Sutton brother- 
in-laws, he had a great desire to move westward. He moved to Monongalia 
County, Va. about 1763. He lived at three locations. 


Monongalia County Survey Book No. I p. 12 


Samuel Sutton 400 a- assigned to Jacob Cozad Morgans Run, Cheat River 
area, 1770. This is the settlement Rev. Jacob Cozad& daughter Hannah Cozad, 
met and married John Collins. (See Vol. I Issue 5 july 1983 Page 113 for 
this data - Hacker's Creek Journal) 


Survey Book, Book No. 2, p. 370 


Jacob Cozad, 400 - a~. White Day Creek. Cozad settled here before 
1770, Probably as early as 1764. He sold the land to Daniel Fink and moved 
to land on Cheat River in 1770. Fink sold the land to Henry Weaver and moved 
to the head of the West Fork River, where a run was named for him, Fink's 
Run adjoining which he came to own 2.400 acres of land. The old Cozad 
lands adjoined the Robinson Lucas lands at (now) Smithtown. Henry Weaver 
was living on this tract in 1773. 
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Survey Book 4 Page 369 


Jacob Cozad, 400-a. (1,000-a PR.) described in the court record as 
land "on the waters of the Monongahela River, on both sides of the road 
that leads from the Tygart Valley River (mouth of Tygart Valley, to the 
Tygart Valley ferry (now Benton's Ferry-Village), adj. and between lands 
of Andrew Davisson and Arthur Trader." Jacob Cozad was settled here in 
very early times. Tradition relates that he and Moses Williams came 
together, and took up lands adjoining, in this area, in 1763. The road 
through his land is mentioned in the Morgan-Chew surveys "as a wagon road, 
following the Indianstone path" (1779). Cozad certainly acquired the 
land in very early times, because the Monongalia court records show he 
sold it to Col. Benjamin Wilson. 


Rev. Jocob returned to Morris County, New Jersey in 1775 due to the’ 
severity of the Indian troubles. He is buried in the Mt. Olive Baptist 
Church cemetery beside his two wives. 


(Personal note) I visited this cemetery in 1977 and I couldn't restrain 
nyself from copying the following inscription from Elizabeth's tombstone:

Jacob Cozad V. 


Rev. Jacob Cozad V. born February 10, 1755 at Mt. Olive, Morris Co. 
N.J. The first we know of him in Virginia is when he married Mercy Woodward 
in Monongalia Co. (W.) Va. in 1775. Jacob and his wife Mercy joined 
July 1778 The Forks of Cheat Baptist Church. The church was organized in 
Nov. 5, 1775. Perhaps Rev. Jacob Cozad IV. had worked with Rev. John Corbly 
to help form the church but left for N.J. before the church was constituted, 
We find in the minute of the church for August 1789, where the church clerk 
was ordered to write a letter of dismission for Jacob Cozad and wife, at 
their request. He is listed as head of a household of six whites in 
Monongalia County, Va. 1782. He was a farmer and hard shell" Baptist 
Minister, serving in 1786 as one of the early pastors at the Baptist Church 
in Buckhannon (W) Va. The Cozads finally settled on Hacker's Creek in 
Monongalia Co. (later Harrison Co. and finally Lewis Co.) about one mile 
below Berlin, W. Va. 


Jacob and Mercy Cozad were the parents of ten children and their 
experience in western Virginia show what real tragedy is all about and 
should make persons of today think deeply before complaining about how hard 
life is. The history of this family is reported in both Withers' Chronicles 
of Border Warfare and McWharter's Border Settlers of Northwestern Virginia. 

Jacob Cozad V. was a Baptist Minister and was one of the early pastors 
of the Baptist Church, organized at Buckhannon in 1786. He afterwards 
moved to Fairfield, Ohio, and was minister of the early Baptist Churches 
fear there. If any in the various lines associated with our family could 
really be called an early pioneer or “true pioneer", it was this farmer-minister 
who blazed the wilderness. He built log cabins for homes, suffered terrible 
losses from hostile Indians and seemed to have the westward drive that was 
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so characteristic of the early pioneers. For this, he is recognized as 
Rev. Jacob Cozad, an early PIONEER of western Virginia and of the 
Northwest Territory.

Jacob Cozad V died August 22, 1827, age 72 years at Fairfield, 
Greene Co., Ohio. His wife, Mercy who was born in 1756, died May 18, 
1837, age 79. They are buried in the Cozad Graveyard, which is located 
east of what is Fairborn, Greene Co., Ohio. 


Rev. Jacob Cozad IV. of Morris County, New Jersey deeded to his son 
Jacob Cozad V or Jr. 52 acres of land in 1790. In the deed Jacob Cozad Jr. 
is described as a Farmer near Clarksburg, West Virginia. This deed is on 
record in Morris County, New Jersey Deed Records. 


The following is the account taken from McWhorter's Border Settlers 
of Northwestern Virginia.... 


While the Cozads were residing on Hacker's Creek a tradegy occurried 
which made the family historic. ****** On July 26, 1794, four William and 
Jacob with two of their brothers were bathing in the creek a short distance 
below mouth of Little Stone Coal Run, which below the present village of 
Berlin. 


xAxkEE The boys were enjoying themselves as only health boys can, 
and doubtless their shouts of hilarity betrayed them to some Indian lurking 
on the ridge just south of the creek. At this point the stream skirt the 
base of the hill, which rises abrupt and steep from the creek bed. The 
Indians could not make a direct descent upon the unsuspecting youths, 
without danger of discovery. One of the Indians caught at Jacob Jr. who 
supposing that his assailant was a neighbor boy trying to surprise him, 
exclaimed..."Jake Sleeth, you can't catch me", and immediately dived 
beneath the water. But when he came to the surface, he was seized and led 
ashore. In the meantime, the other boys were being secured. A small ravine, 
densely canopied with weeds, broke through the creek bank nearby. Into this 
one of the lads crawled, but was seen and dragged out by an Indian. 


x*xk* In order to regain the ridge, the Indians with captives 
proceeding up the creek to the mouth of Little Stone Coal Run. The boys 
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carried their clothes and donned them as they traveled. At this point, 

the youngest of the prisoners, a lad only six years of age cried piteously 
for his mother. One of the Indians seized him by the heels and killed him 
by striking his head against the roots of a beech tree. He was then 
scalped, and his body left at the foot of the tree, where it was afterwards 
found, and buried in what is now the Morrison Cemetery, on the old Cozad 
homestead. This lad's name was "Benny" (Benjamin). 


The evident design of the Indians in this raid was to secure 
prisoners. Two days previously they had captured, the daughter of John 
Runyan but two of the band carried her away, and killed her. The remaining 
four Indians hid in the settlements for two days, doing no further damage 
than shooting one or more of Carder's cattle. The little Cozad boy who 
was dashed to death against the tree was making an outcry which jeopardized 
the safety of the Indians. From their standpoint this weeping child had not 
the requisites of the coming warrior, and this hastened his death. 


After killing the little boy, the Indians turned westward and climbed 
the point of the ridge facing the east. While ascending the hill, Jacob 
conceived the idea of possibly alarming the whites by giving a loud and 
prolonged whoop. This he had no sooner uttered than he was knocked 
senseless with a rifle in the hands of one of his captors. Jacob said 
afterwards, in relating this incident, that when he came to his senses, 

a squaw was dragging him up the hill by one foot, the others of the party 
having gone on ahead. ******The party reached the West Fork River that 
night, and camped near where the old Jackson mill now stands--the birth- 
place of "Stonewall" Jackson. 


wexRKK After arriving at their town on the Scioto River, the Indians 
displayed a frest scralp which the Cozad boys recognized as that of their 
little brother. It, with others Jacob mentioned, was sold. At no time 
did the prisoners dare manifest any signs of grief or bewail their condition. 
They were held at the different Indian towns until the treaty of Greenville 
the following year, when two of them were delivered to their father. ****** 
Jacob, Jr., remained with his captors until the next year, when he was 
found at Sandusky by his older brother and brought home. He had been 
adopted into the family of a chief. ******After the crushing defeat of the 
Indians by Wayne's Army in 1794 Jacob VI was condemened by his enraged 
captors to be burned at the stake. Every preparation was made for the 
execution of the awful sentence, and he was permitted to bid farewell to 
those of his friends assembled to witness his death. While passing through 
the throng for this purpose he felt a light touch upon his shoulder, and 
turning, was face to face with a strange Indian woman. She covertly signed 
him to follow her, and unnoticed led the way to a wigwam. Here she concealed 
him among some trunks and covered him with blankets. Soon he was missed 
and a great commotion ensued. ******When the execitement had died down two of 
his foster brother secretly conveyed him to the Old Delware Town, where he 
remained until afrer the treaty of Greenville. He never again saw the 
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strange woman who helped him to escape; nor was he ever mistreated again 
after returning to his adopted home. 


After returning from captivity, Jacob VI married Sarah Taylor and 
settled on part of his father's estate, where,his son-in-law George 
Lawson, now resides. By his first wife he it children, Woodward, 
Jacob, Samuel, David, Mercy and Jackson, all of whom, except Samuel and 
David, lived to be grown, married and raised families. 


Jacob VI survived his first wife and married Ruby Breman. Their 
children were Elijah, Frank, Clerenda and Elizabeth. In later years 
Jacob, Jr. was again left a widower, and again married. His third wife 
was a Skidmore. Jacob Jr. like his father was a "hard shell" Baptist 
Minister.******He was a "sweat and herb" doctor, having learned this 
art of healing from the Indians. He owned slaves, but before his death 
he freed them, willing them one hundred dollars each when of age. He 
died at his home in 1862, in his 89th year, and was buried in the 
Morrison Cemetery, Lewis Co. W. Va.

THE CARNEY FAMILY 
by 
Marieda ™. Edens 


Three or Four miles above Buckhannon on Stoney run 
is where Thomas CARNEY lived with his family, nine of his 
15 children where born while living there. 


The earliest records that show Thomas living there 
were in 1788 when it was then Randolph Co. Thomas married 
Mary "Polly" PARSONS daughter of Charles PARSONS Sr. and 
Elizabeth CHESTNUT, January 3, 1788. 


Thomas CARNEY was born Oct. 15, 1768 supposably on 
the South Branch, but so far I have not been able to Find 
any records to prove this. His father John and two brothers 
were in the Rev. War, the brothers did not survive that war. 
Thomas was a Scout for Randolph Co. for eight years. He 
was called into service in 1792 by Governor Henry Lee, along 
with ather scouts, Valentine STALNAKER, Charles PARSONS, 
George WESTFALL, John JACKSON, William GIBSON and William 
WESTFALL. 


The Rev. Jahn CARNEY also lived in the Buckhannon area, 
he was born about 1960 and may have been related ta Thomas. 
He was a Baptist minister, and he married Catherin SMITH 
in 1790. Catherin was the daughter of William and Margaret 
SMITH. Three of their children were Elizabeth, Absolom and 
Hannah. In 1796 John bought some land in Randolph Co. fram 
William and Margaret Smith, it was located on the east side 
of Sugar Creek. In 1816 he moved his family to Ohio and in 
1633 was living in Union Co. Ohio. He died in 1838 Richwood, 
Ohio. 


In 1800 Thomas bought land on both sides of Stoney Run 
From Meshiah & Hanmah SAXTON of Fredrick Co. Va. and in 1801 
he bought of Charles PARSONS on Stone Coal Creek of Brushy 
Fork. 


Nancy Ann (FLESHER) SLEETH a widow, was Charles PARSONS 
second wife. They married May 3, 1797 Harrison Co. She was 
the daughter af Henry FLESHER. Charles and Nancy along with 
his brothers Joseph, Adam, and alsa their son William Lowther 
PARSONS moved to Warth Bottom in Mason Co. Va. and later in 
1804 to Sycamore Creek. 


In 1811 Thomas and "Polly" Carney moved their femily 
also to Mason Co. near what is now Ripley, Jackson Co. His 
Father John also moved with him and they were one of the 
earliest settlers on Mill Creek. His Father died a few years 
later. 
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Thomas and Polly had six more children born te them 
in Mason Co. His First snn William, was born ca 1794 
Randolph Co. He married in 1813 Mason Co. to Margaret 
BANNETT daughter of William BONNETT, grandaughter of Samuel 
and Elizabeth BONNETT of Harrison Co. William BONNETT had 
also moved to Mason Co. brom the Buckhannon area, about 1805. 


Thomas CARNEY"S son Spencer born ca 1806 Harrison Co. 
married Sally HYDE ca 1825. Sally was the daughter of Issac 
& Nancy (SIMMS) HYDE. They married in Harrison Co. 1800, 
moved to Indiana from Wirt Co. between the years 1850-1860. 


Thomas and Polly's daughter Hannah CARNEY married Levi 
J. CASTO in 1833 Jackson Co. He was the son of William CASTO 
Sr. who moved tao Mason Co. from the Buckhannon area about 
1814. 


Thomas CARNEY died Oct. 19, 1846 and Mary "Polly" 
(PARSONS) CARNEY died Dec. 4, 1863. They are both buried 
in the Mt. Calvary C m. at Mill Creek near Ripley, W.Va.
